Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in The Netherlands on 6/14/02. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the Dutch application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b).
